An Ideal Vacation Setting 


Deep Creek Lake, Maryland’s Vacation Para- 
dise, had its start in 1923, when the Youghiogheny 
Hydro-Plant Corporation harnessed fast-flowing 
mountain streams by constructing a dam and hydro- 
electric plant to produce vast amounts of electricity. 
The dam is a concrete core, earth embankment 86 
feet high. When the waters forming Deep Creek 
Lake had finally backed up they had engulfed 4,800 
acres of farm land, forming a shoreline 65 miles 
long, a shoreline longer than Delaware is wide. The 
thirty-four billion gallons of water that makes up 
Deep Creek Lake is used in making electricity by 
carrying it by tunnel through Marsh Mountain to 
the penstocks which feed two turbines in the power- 
house. The crest of the dam is 2,500 feet above sea 
level and the turbines are 440 feet below, creating 
a fall twice that of the great Niagara, giving a water 
supply that is one of the largest in the East.

erman in search of brook, brown and rainbrow trout 
which are abundant in most county waters. The 
Game and Inland Fish Commission has an extensive 
stocking program underway which benefits fisher- 
men of all kinds. 


This stocking program extends to Deep Creek 
Lake and the Youghiogheny reservoir near Friends- 
ville. The harvest is in the fishing and currently 
there are twenty species of fish in Deep Creek Lake. 
They extend from the mighty Great Northern to 
many of the smaller species of panfish, such as 
Yellow Perch and Sunfish. The bass fisherman will 
find his prey in the lakes and in the streams of 
Garrett County. Eastern Chain Pickerel is yet an- 
other much sought after fish in Deep Creek Lake. 


The fisherman will find that by using Deep 
Creek Lake as his center of attention he can gather 
his gear after a morning of fishing and head out 
to the nearby streams to round out a day of a wide 
variety of fishing.

No Garrett County vacation would be complete 
without a trip to the Swallow Falls Recreation Area. 
The short hike through the last remaining virgin 
Hemlock stand in the state will transport you into 
a world apart from worry or tenseness. The simple 
majesty of the scene is most impressive. As you 
come out from under the protective shadow of these 
125 foot forest giants you will see the froth of 
tumbling water at any one of three waterfalls in 
the area. The largest is Muddy Creek Falls, also 
the highest in the state. The waterfall that has 
given its name to the recreation area is Swallow 
Falls, the most graceful of the three. Lastly, you 
can explore one of the most delightful settings any- 
where, the charming Tolliver Falls and its clear- 
water pool. 

The State Department of Forests and Parks 
maintains the area and has developed over the years 
a fine camping area which is open from the first of 
June through the middle of September. Camping is 
permitted at any time but is limited to primitive 
camping out of season. There are large wash houses 
with showers and washing facilities. 

The picnic area has many tables, some with 
canopies, and many. natural stone fireplaces set 
among the great variety of trees. 

The hiker will find the area’s ten miles of hik- 
ing trail a delight and will see a great variety of 
wildflowers, wildlife and rock formations. There 
are maps of the recreation area which serve as the 
perfect silent guide to this serene area.

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Bear Creek Area 


For those interested in painting or sketching, 
we recommend the Bear Creek area north of Acci- 
dent, off U. S. Route 219. This route begins with 
the rugged area beside 219 and as the road winds 
up the valley the traveler comes to Kaese’s Mill. 
This property is owned by former State Senator 
and Mrs. Clifford Friend. On this spot one may see 
the well-preserved water mill that has been grinding 
grain for the farmers of this region for over three- 
quarters of a century. The fact that the mill race 
and the water wheel are in plain view at the rear 
of the mill will give parents an opportunity to have 
their children see a practical application of the prin- 
ciple of changing flowing water into mechanical 
power. The artist will find the beautiful greens 
and browns a challenge and an inspiration. 


Farther up the winding road the traveler will 
see the ruins of the old Engle mill. A pause beside

these ruins will afford’ the viewer an excellent op- 
portunity to see the Early American craftsmanship, 
shown in the intricate manner in which the timbers 
of the mill were mortised and jointed together. 


The road ends at the Maryland State Fish 
Hatchery. Here the white rushing waters of Bear 
Creek have been diverted into beautiful pools for 
the fish hatchery. Children will delight in seeing 
the schools of trout swimming around at feeding 
time. 


Castleman River Bridge 


The beautiful stonework of the Castleman River 
bridge can be seen from U. 8S. Route 40, just east 
of Grantsville, Md., A small park has been de- 
veloped here by the Department of Forests and 
Parks. 


Children will enjoy wading in the peaceful 
Castleman River and adults will find a rewarding 
experience in observing the unusual structure of 
the old bridge which formed a part of the Cumber- 
land road, the road that played such an important 
role in the westward movement during the early 
days of the Nineteenth Century. 


An equally delightful experience can be had at 
the nearby Penn Alps. In this old restored inn is a 
dining room wheré Dutch food and other dishes are 
served. There is a Crafts room where arts and crafts 
peculair to this ‘region are sold. There are also 
rooms for tourists at Penn Alps. Nearby is the old 
Stanton Mill, built in 1832 and still in use.

Spruce Knob 


For unsurpassed scenic beauty and wild grand- 
eur, go to Spruce Knob. Leaving Oakland and driv- 
ing to Thomas and on through to a place named 
Harman. A few miles out of Harman turn east to 
Witmer. From Witmer an improved road winds up 
Spruce Mountain to a place called Job. Continuing 
up this road for about a distance of three miles 
you will come to a parking area. Leaving the car 
you follow a foot trail that brings you to Spruce 
Knob. Here spread out is an unobstructed and com- 
plete view of a region in every direction for forty 
miles. You are standing on the highest point in the 
state of West Virginia. The elevation at this crest 
is 4,860 ace 


Fairfax Stone 


All students of American history are familiar 
with the story of George Washington’s early career 
as a surveyor during the Colonial period of our 
country. One of the larger projects which he under- 
took was a survey of Lord Fairfax’s lands in the 
Western end of Virginia (now West Virginia.) One 
of the boundary points which he established at the 
head waters of the North Branch of the Potomac 
River has been named the Fairfax Stone. Although 
the original stone has disintegrated over the years, 
a large marker stands nearby and it serves as one 
of the beginning points for the boundary between 
Maryland and West Virginia. The Fairfax Stone

The expanses of Deep Creek Lake provide the 
ideal setting for one of the newest winter sports in 
Western Maryland.

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Garrett County Abounds With Nature’s Beauty

Garrett County is a most interesting study ground 
for naturalists, amateur and professional alike, 
since the area supports true northern species as 
well as those more common to our geographical 
location. 


The elevation of the county has a good deal 
to do with the fact that creatures and flowers more 
commonly found far to the north survive and thrive 
here. There are three distinct, though small, areas 
which behave in a peculiar manner. These are 
Swamp areas which have a colder climate than 
surrounding areas. These super-cooled marshes sup- 
port wildlife and wildflowers which are commonly 
found in Canada. 


The State Department of Forests and Parks 
maintain all the recreation areas and state for- 
est’s extensive wilderness areas which afford the 
naturalist easy access for study. A trip along one 
of the nature trails will provide many opportunities 
to photograph the specimens sighted. You can see 
some of the more common varieties such as the 
Mountain Laurel and Rhododendron and some of 
the diminutive species including the Ladyslipper, 
both pink and yellow, and the Trillium. There are 
of course many more varieties which can be seen.

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_ Sugaring Time Finds The Pots Boiling In Garrett County 


Sugar can be a sweet business; maple sugar 
at that. Americans are true lovers of pancakes and 
maple syrup. This is a heritage that will never pass 
with the modern world. 


Garrett County today has a very productive and > 
profitable maple sugar and maple syrup business 
that ranks with that of the celebrated New England. 

Sugar making is an experience and an art. This 
art began back in the yesteryears with our fore- 
fathers. In those days sugar making was an event 
for fun and social gathering and family grouped 
labor. The precious sugar water was caught in 
pails hanging from trees snagged by a nail thrust 
into the trunk of the tree. 

Today the sugar camp is a highly organized 
unit of production. The season begins with the 
thaws of March and lasts until the trees begin to 
bud in April. Large galvanized vats are used to 
simmer the water with the luscious sweet taste. A 
truck or jeep pickup system is used to convey the 
water to the vats. Snow is still on the ground at 
this time and hauling can have problems. There 
can still be seen at the old landmark camps a two- 
horse wagon lumbering along with water spilling 
down over the side of the wagon wheels, freezing 
into magical patterns of delight. After the water 
thickens to a golden flow, the syrup is filtered and 
barrelled for shipment, each barrel bearing the 
Garrett County label. This label is known East and

Agriculture is big business in Garrett County. 

The average farm today is a well organized 
one, Fine equipment has enabled a vast increase 
in producticn and income. Government loans are 
available for constant improvement to the soil 
and dairy herds. Today this fertile county is one 
of the leading producers of milk. A central col- 
lection station collects and distributes the milk. 
The Carnation Milk Company has a depot in Oak- 
land. Here, the milk is pasteurized for shipping. 
The Fike Milk Company from Uniontown has a 
daily pickup run through the county. 

The high altitude climate in the past cut 
short the season’s crops.
